NOVELTY 

Claims 1-9 : The claimed invention relates to a method of concentrating an emulsion of synthetic rubber 
comprising the steps of creaming the latex and centrifuging the latex particles. These features are disclosed in 
each of the above citations. For example, Dl andD2 each discloses flie use of sodium alginate to cream 
synthetic latex and concentrating the latex by centrifugation. Hence, the claims are not novel in the light of these 
citations.
